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Examiner's Comment 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/20/06 has been entered. 

Claims 2 and 4 have been deleted because they do not further limit the claim from which 
they depend because SEQ ID NO: 2 and 1 are human sequences. 

The term "or recombinant" was deleted from claims 1, 6, and 10 to remove redundancy 
from the claims. 

Claim 6 was amended to complete the preamble of the claim by adding a step of 
introducing the nucleic acid operably linked to a gene of interest to a cell in vitro. 

The amendment filed on 2/21/06 was filed to provide pages 8 and 9 that were missing 
from the specification filed on 9/12/02, but were present in the PCT application.
